And with it come the perennial 
prob lems that resu lt from b elow- 
freezing temperatu res, heavy snows 
and high winds. 
With a little work now you can 
make it a more comfortab le winter 
and see to it that the hou se is still 
in good shape when it s over. 
Make

check list if you are not certain 
where to start. 
Check against this list when you 
make you r own: 
• Fu rnace: If you rs has filters 
replace them if they are dirty. Oil 
motors on b lowers. Check the V- 
b elt and replace it if it looks worn. 
If the flame of you r oil or gas 
b u rner is yellow and smoky the 
fu el-air mix tu re needs adju sting. 
Better call in a serviceman for this 
and other adju stments. 
Clean soot ou t of the smoke- 
pipe. If you have a coal fu rnace 
clean ou t the soot from the interior 
of the fire pit with a stiff b ru sh. 
• Roof and gu tter*: I*ook for 
flapping shingles the nex t windy 
day. Shingles shou ld b e tight. Re­ 
place shingles that are b roken. 
Smear a little roofing cement u nder 
loose shingles and press down. 
Check flashing and seal edges 
with roof coating. Cover holes w ith 
asphalt paint, a patch 
(canvas, 
glass fib er or similar material), 
and another coat of asphalt. 
Clean leaves, twigs and other 
deb ris from gu tters. Pou r water in 
gu tters and make certain it ru ns 
into downspou t. If water stands b e­ 
cau se gu tter is sagging, tighten u p 
on the hangers.

In the great pu rges in Ru ssia in the 1930s. not 
only political bu t scientific opposition was elimi­ 
nated. Some of the world’s leading geneticists 
were shot or ex iled. Others confessed their 
“errors.” 
In their place, the old theory of the French­ 
man Lamarck was accepted, u nder the leader­ 
ship of a psu edo scientist named Trofim Ly sen­ 
ko—the belief that acq u ired characteristics 
can be passed on to ou r descendants. 
Ironically , the idea of genes and chance mu ­ 
tations, u niv ersally accepted in the West, was 
denou nced as degrading to hu man dignity . 
Lv senk oism, on the other hand, fitted into 
the Commu nist dream of remak ing mank ind 
throu gh the env ironment of Marx ism. Thu s 
■was science perv erted by dogma. 
It is dangerous for the world to ignore the 


findings of genetics. For geneticists k now that 
radiation cau ses mu tations (first prov ed by 
H. J. Mu ller in 1927 ), and that most mu tations 
are harmfu l. They warn that it will be another 
50 y ears before the fu ll effects of the bombs 
on Hiroshima and Nagasak i are k nown. 
It is often said that ou r moral dev elopment 
has failed to k eep pace with ou r science. It 
may be more accu rate to say that we hav e not 
y et learned to apply the methods of science 
(instead of ju st its inv entions) to solv ing ou r 
personal and international problems. 
E v ery ­ 
thing in life comes u nder the scru tiny of sci­ 
ence, which is gu ided only by observ able facts. 
‘Tru th,” to scientists, is a work ing hy pothesis, 
su bject to change in the light of fu rther k nowl­ 
edge. Bu t most of u s, both East and West, are 
jealou s of ou r preju dices. 


Nonscientists will more than ev er hav e to 
adju st to new discov eries in science. The first 
application of the power of the atom was not 
a promising beginning. The argu ment that all- 
ou t atomic war can be su rv iv ed may be an indi­ 
cation of the end. 
Tomorrow, science promises' to giv e man 
ev en more godlik e power—perhaps ev en the 
power to change his own ev olu tion. Men are 
probing more deeply all the time into the hu ­ 
man cell and the work ings of the brain. 
It may be that in space men will find a chal­ 
lenge larger than ou r life on this tiny planet. 
And. as has happened before in the story of 
man s ev olu tion, we may open u p a whole "new 
area for hu man dev elopment in this u niv erse 
of earth, stars and man.

“ Kennedy 
o wes his Minneso ta v icto ry to the 
po pu larity o f Sen. Hu mphrey , who 
led his ticket by a wide margin. 
If Hu mphrey had no t been o n the 
ticket, it s do u btfu l if Kennedy 
wo u ld hav e carried Minneso ta.”

(2i The Repu blicans’ 200,000 
deficit in IO distressed area co u n­ 
ties. And (3) The religio u s issu e.” 
Jo seph M. Miller o f the Phila­ 
delphia Inqu irer po ints o u t that 
Demo crats hav e a city registra­ 
tio n o f 587.000 v o tes — and Ken­ 
nedy po lled 6 12.000. Repu blicans 


registered 409 ,000 and Nix o n po lled 
285,000. 


“ The co mplete co llapse o f the 
Philadelphia Repu blican o rganiza­ 
tio n,” Miller say s, “ was the chief 
facto r co ntribu ting to the o u tco me 
in Pennsy lv ania.” 
Adrian Lee o f the Philadelphia 
Bu lletin say s u nemplo y ment and 
religio n were the big facto rs in 
Pennsy lv ania. And o n religio n, Lee 
believ es Kennedy was a big win­ 
ner. Repu blican Catho lics flo cked 
to Kennedy , bu t “ in mo st o f the so ­ 
called Bible belt co u nties, the anti­ 
catho lic 
feeling

ble v o ters, plu s a Kennedy o rgan­ 
izatio n ru n by amateu rs and a 
Nix o n o rganizatio n staffed by pro ­ 
fessio nals.
